Large Number of Men Are Killed 
and Injured in Powder 
Explosion.

Perth Amboy, N. J„ Oct. 5 
In a 
tre m endous explosion a t the plant of 
the T. A, Gillespie Shell Loading C om­ 
pany at Morgan, n e a r her*1, from 50 
to 100 m en were killed and injured. 
This explosion, which 
shook 
the 
countryside for miles 
around 
and 
caused citizens of South Amboy to 
flee from their homes, was followed 
by a series of less sever e explosions 
and by a fire which for hours defied 
th e efforts of fire fighters sum m one d 
from all nearby cities and towns. 
The n u m b e r of dead and Injured 
cannot be dete rm ined, until em ployes 
a n s w e r a roll call. 
Probably 2,out) 
men were in the plant, 


25 Doctors Rushed to Scene. 
Ambulance s sent from here and c a r ­ 
rying 25 doctors re tu rn e d with many 
of the injured and for fear that the 
city hospital would not accom m oda te 
all the victims brought here, a hotel 
was pre pared to receive th e overflow. 
Ambulance s dispa tched from Elisabeth 
and othe r cities w e re repotte d to be 
taking o t h e r victims to those cities 
Cnited S ta te s base hospital No. 3 at 
Colonia «* iit am b u lan ce s and doctors 
to aid in the rescue work. 
T he plant was engaged In loading 
high explosive shells. 


Soldiers Guard Ruins. 
With th e first explosion govern m ent 
officials tel ep honed to nearb y c a m p s 
for soldiers to se rve a s g ua rds and 
several hundre d, with a d* ta* hrnent 
of coast guards, w ere rushed to Mor­ 
gan. 
The plant, which* employs .",000 or 
6.000 persons, covers an are a of 12 
square miles, and 
c omprises 
m any 
small buildings, situated along Cheese 
quake creek. 
T h e first explosion oc­ 
curred in one of th e s e buildings in 
which T N T was being made and the 
flames, spreadin g to o th e r structures, 
caused a series of fu r th e r blasts. 
The stru c tu r e first blown up w a s 
soon a roaring furnace and a cordon 
was th rown around it to prevent r* la- 
tives of men empl oyed at the plan* 
from rushin g into th e flames in search 
of their dead. 
For hours the firemen could m a ke no 
effort to re cover bodies owing to the 
intense heat 


Girl Sticks to Post. 
A young woman employed at the 
plant an a telephone operator, was the 
heroine of the fire. 
With shells burst 
Ing around her, she stuck to he r post, 
sending out calls for firemen and doc 
tors. 
Calmly she gave directions as to the 
quickest m e thod of reaching th e plant. 
Explanations reg ar din g the cause of 
the explosion vary, but according to 
one account, excessive he at was ap­ 
plied to a \ a t of T N T . 
A noth er a c ­ 
count had it that a shell which was be 
ing lifted fell and exploded. 
The first hits! sh a tte re d nearly all 
th e glass in South Amboy, one and a 
half miles away. 
As explosion followed explosion, the 
population became panic-stricken and 
fled.
